Nine U. S. Soldiers Shot, One 
Hanged for Offenses in War 


p A R IS ,, Sept. 5.— Nine soldiers of the American Expeditionary Force 
were hanged and one was shot for criminal offenses during the war, 
it was revealed today at the investigation of A. E. F. courtsmartial by 
the congressional committee inquiring into war expenditures. 
Two of the hangings were for murder, the investigation brought 
out. 
Seven men were hanged for rape, of whom six were negroes. 
There was a single execution for desertion. 
Murder trials totalled MO, resulting in 62 convictions. 
One fifth 
of all the general courts martial were officers and the rest enlisted men 
and welfare workers. 
Most of the officers were charged with drunken­ 
ness and disorderly conduct. 
Conviction resulted in sixty-seven per 
cent of officers’ cases which went to trial. 
Seventy seven per cent of 
the men tried by general courtsmartial were found guilty. 
Only one conscientious objector was' tried. 
I he investigation failed to establish that officers had received more 
lenient treatment than enlisted men in the A. E. F. courtsmartial.

Decision May Knock Out 
Road Improvement Dis­ 
trict at Anaheim 


In its fight to break the legality of 
the formation of Road Improvement 
D istrict No. I, organized for the pur­ 
pose of paving the unpaved portion of 
the state highway between Anaheim 
and Fullerton, the Anaheim Sugar Co. 
has won a decision in the Supreme 
Court reversing the decision of the 
superior court of this county. 
This 
decision of the Supreme Court may 
mean that the district is knocked out 
of existence. 
District Attorney W est 
said today that that point could not 
be determ ined until a copy of the de­ 
cision is received. 
Several years ago a num ber of own­ 
ers of property along the state high­ 
way betwen Anaheim and Fullerton 
started a movement to pave4hat street 
to the curbs, finishing the street on 
each side in addition to the central 
strip paved by the state. 
A. A. Mills 
was the moving spirit in the enter­ 
prise. 
Organization procedlngs were un­ 
dertaken under a state law. 
The dist­ 
rict was organized with boundaries 
that Included the Anaheim Sugar Co. 
factory. 
The assessed valuation of 
that plant was so great in comparison 
to the rest of the district that the su­ 
gar company found itself up against 
taxes totaling in a three-year |>erio«l 
well over $22,000 out of $30,221.26, 
which is the amount that has actually 
been paid in. 
The sugar factory officials resented 
the fact that the organizers of the 
company had taken the plant Into the 
district without consulting them. They 
also declared that so far as actual val­ 
ue to the sugar ftfrtory was concerned, 
the paving was nothing.

To ratify the peace treaty with res 
ervations calculated to ease the minds 
of honest critics and insure the pro­ 
tection of American interests was one 
thing. 
To make wholesale changes 
in the text of the treaty and load it 
with 
am endm ents 
is 
quite 
another 
thing. 
Most Americans were prepared for 
th e form er course of action. 
A large 
part of the public believed that raser 
vations or interpretations were need 
ed w ith regard to a few clauses, in 
order to 
safeguard 
the sovereignty 
and rights of the United States and 
m ake sure that this country would 
no t 
be dragged 
unnecessarily 
into 
foreign conflicts. 
Reasonable reservations along this 
line were not seriously opposed by 
most friends of the treaty. It seemed 
evident that a workable compromise 
might be effected, w hereby the admit 
ted m erits of the league of nations 
plan might be retained and a definite 
sta rt might be made, at last, with an 
international organization to discour 
age w ar and promote peace. 
There 
were few supporters of the treaty who 
still demanded unqualified acceptance. 
It seems likely that the president 
would 
have accepted 
a 
reasonable 
compromise of this sort, just as the 
public would have accepted it. 
* T he sudden change of policy of the 
senate foreign 
relations 
committee, 
however, has altered the whole situa 
tic®. 
‘ Reservations" or “interpreta 
tions” setting forth the American un 
derstanding 
of 
questionable 
provi­ 
sions, and 
indicating 
how 
tar the 
U nited States would consider itself 
bound by them, would not have inter 
fered with the general establishment 
of peace. 
A mendments changing the 
body#of the treaty w ritten at Paris 
will, authorities say, throw the whole 
docum ent hack upon Paris, necessi 
fating a re-convening of the peace con 
gress. 
That will mean starting all 
over again a H erculean task, at which 
the 
allied 
statesm en 
have 
already 
been at work for nearly a year, and 
startin g it under far more unfavor 
able conditions than those prevailing 
immediately after the arm istice was 
signed. 
Ttyese am endm ents seem calculated 
to kill the treaty. T here is genuine 
fear' widely felt and expressed that 
killing the treaty would throw the 
world into chaos. 
Certainly it would 
discourage millions of people, in ^all 
Ian*Ie, and add fuel to the discontent 
and radicalism which are already so 
menacing. It would stir the dying em 
hers of war, and possibly start new 
conflagrations. 
Some of the amend­ 
m ents proposed are of such a nature 
that they mav be taken as flagrant 
insults by nations associated with us 
in the war. 
The general plan seems 
likely, at best, to alienate our best 
friends among the powers and bring 
th e nam e of America into discredit 
and dishonor throughout the world 
It is Inconceivable that the United 
S tates senate should acquiesce in this 
action of its foreign relations commit 
tee. 


OUR DEAD IN FRANCE 


Although no final action seem s yet 
to have been taken in the matter, the 
decision probably will be to leave our 
soldier dead abroad and perm anently ! 
improve and beautify the American 
cem eteries 
in 
Europe. 
Practically 
every one who has given the m atter 
serious consideration believes this to 
be th e right way. 
T here are sentim ental reasons for 
this action, as well as practical ones. 
In a cablegram to the w ar depart­ 
ment, General Pershing saki: 
“The graves of our soldiers consti­ 
tute, if they are allowed to remain, a 
perpetual rem inder to our allies of the 
liberty and ideals

which the 
greatness of America rests.

removed from Europe 
unless their 
nearest relatives so demand after a 
full understanding of all the sentim en­ 
tal reasons against such a removal.

with their comrades, they fought the 
last fight.”

emergency regulation, 
W'hieh will be in effect for the period 
from Septem ber I to September 30, 
1019, the forest supervisors are a u ­ 
thorized to designate, from time to 
time, as conditions warrant, the local­ 
ities of special hazard in which spe­ 
cial campfire perm its will tic required. 
Failure of cam pers to o' 
. such per­ 
mits to build cam p fires will make 
them liable to the penalties of the law 
for the violation of the regulations 
governing the administration of the 
national forests. 
? 
The general extension of this regu­ 
lation, which has b 
in force on 
several forests in Southern California, 
becomes necessary on account of the 
great fire hazard and the carelessness 
of campers. 
During the present sea­ 
son campers in Idaho and Montana 
cave been responsible for about 200 
that will J ,ires from unextinguished camp fires, 
add a valuable oil district to the ex -j 
tensive fields of Orange county.” 
The H. K. and T. Oil company, op­ 
erating on the Irvine ranch, west of 
Irvine, has taken a lease on the bal­
